Record of Country Boys 


Examination Shows Them 
Superior to City Boys 

Under the selective draft law, regis- 
trants were given two physical exam- 
inations, one by the local draft boards 
and another by the army surgeons 
after the men who passed the local 
board examinations reached camp. 
Analysis of these records of physical 
examinations shows that the coun- 
try boys made better records than 
those from the citles; the white reg- 
istrants better than the colored, and 
the native born better than those of 
alien birth. These differences are 
so co@siderable that 100,000 country 
boys would furnish for the military 
service 4,790 more soldiers than 
would an equal number of city boys. 
Similarly, 100,000 whites would fur- 
nish 1,200 more soldiers than would 
an equal number of colored, Finally, 
100,000 native born would yield 3,500 
more soldiers than would a Iike num- 
ber of foreign. The importance of 
these figures may be appreciated by 
noting that 3,500 men {fs equivalent to 
an infantry regiment at full war 
strength.---American Report.

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Figures Show Large Business Being 
Done By Airplane — 

Figures made public by the con- 
troller general of civil aviation in 
Great Britain show that from May, 
1919, to March, 1921, 63,975 ‘Civilian 
airplane flights were made in the 
United Kingdom, averaging nineteen 
minutes per flight.

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Canada’s Dai 
Cortipstitions 
Aggressive Attitude of Other Coun. 
tries In Capturing World's 
Markets 

In addresses given recently at the 
conventions of Ontario dairymen, the 
Dairy and Cold Storage Commissioner, 
Mr, J. A. Ruddick, drew attentivn to 
the increasing competition that Can- 
ada has to face in marketing dairy 
products, He pointed out the enor 
mous strides that Argentina has 
made in recent years, the aggressive 
attitude that New Zealand had assum- 
ed; and the coming to the fore of 
South Africa. From Argentina, for 
instance, the export of butter previous 
to 1914 was never more than ten mil- 
lion pounds per year, but for the elev- 
en months ending November 30, 1921, 
it was 41,618,572 pounds to the United 
Kingdom alone. From New Zealand, 
the exports, also principally to Great 
Britain, were, in 1914, 47,055,128 Ib. 
butter and 91,532,896 Ib. cheese, and 
{n 1921, 72,894,752 lb. butter and 161,- 
688,304 Ib. cheese. The last mention- 
ed has-risen from 9,691,920 Ib. in 1914. 
South Africa, it is true, has hardly yet 
become a serious rival in the export of 
dairy products, but it has made a start 
and may be expected to expand. In 
1913 that country imported nearly 
four million pounds of butter and 
more than five and a half million 
pounds of cheese and exported noth- 
ing. In the first nine months of the 
present year the exports of butter ex- 
ceeded the imports by. 1,762,000 Ib. 
and the exports of cheese the imports 
by 210,000 Ib. These figures repre- 
Sent a transfer and increase of trade 
of 5,653,000 Ib, of butter and 6,796,000 
Ib. of cheese for nine months in 1921 
as compared with a whole year in 
1913. Canada’s figures show an in- 
crense in value of dairy products from 
$21,193,168 in 1914 to $52,863,867 in 
1921, or close upon 150 per cent. 
There was a decrease in the quantity 
of cheese exported, but a large in- 
crease in butter and in condensed, 
evaporated and powdered milk. In 
the latter the United States had in 
years gone by practically a monopoly. 

Some of the conclusions reached by 
Mr. Ruddick are, first, that Canadian 
dairy producers do not interest them- 
selves so much in marketing problems 
as do the dairymen of other countries; 
second, that the dairy situation is crl- 
tical owing to conditions arising out 
of and following the war; third, that 
Canada is the only country not exer- 
cising definite control over its ex- 
ports; fourth, that future competition 
in the world’s markets will be keener 
than in the past; fifth, that while 
dairymen’'s organizations cannot abso- 
lutely control prices, they can do 
much {in securing the fullest possible 
returns to the producer; sixth, that 
producers should study world condi- 
tions in order to adjust their business 
to changing circumstances; and, sey- 
enth, that Canadian dairymen instead 
of taking the initlative themselves, 
thus increasing thelr own power and 
self rellance, have depended to too 
great an extent upon government ac 
tion.
